
IT’S NOT OVER YET 


A TEAM of five Hackney 
sports enthusiasts will 
be among 580 
inspirational torch 
bearers who will bring the 
Paralympic flame to London, 
and through Hackney, in time 
for the opening ceremony. 

The torch will be carried 
through the six host boroughs, 
as part of its final leg into the 
Olympic stadium on Wednesday, 
29 August. 

The relay starts on 24 August, 
with the lighting of four separate 
flames in London, Belfast, Cardiff 
and Edinburgh. They will be used 
to create a single Paralympic 


flame at the lighting ceremony 
at Stoke Mandeville hospital, 
Buckinghamshire, birthplace of 
the first ever wheelchair Games 
in 1948. The flame is then carried 
overnight to London, arriving in 
Mare Street at about 5.50pm. 

The Paralympic Games 
opening ceremony, which gets 
underway at 8.30pm, will be a 
spectacular celebration of human 
achievement, co-devised by Jenny 
Sealey - artistic director of Graeae, 
the UK’s flagship disabled-led 
theatre which is based in Hackney 
- and director Bradley Hemmings. 

The borough will also be 
represented at the ceremony by 


pupils from Millfields school. 

The Paralympic Games are the 
second largest global sporting 
event after the Olympics, 
involving 4,200 athletes 
competing in 21 disciplines. To 
mark their arrival in London, the 
Council is inviting residents to get 
into the Paralympic spirit with 
four days of free sporting activity 
for all at Hackney 
Downs Park, E5, from 30 August 
to 2 September. 

Sessions run from 12noon to 
4pm, with a range of Paralympic 
sports including wheelchair 
basketball, badminton and tennis, 
as well as athletics and boccia. 


Anyone over seven is welcome 
to take part. Participants can 
register on the day at the pavillion 
close to the children’s playground.

Youth ambassadors’ praise 

HACKNEY’S youth ambassadors have celebrated four 
years of work to inform residents about the benefits of the 
London 201 2 Games. 

The 1 00 young people have visited schools and youth 
clubs to promote the Personal Bests athletics programme; 
worked with the BBC to put together the Radio 1 and 
IXtra Academy at Hackney Picturehouse; attended events 
in the Olympic Park and - most recently - took part in the 
One Hackney Festival, which welcomed the Olympic torch 
to the borough. 

Speaking at an event to celebrate their achievements on 
26 July, Jules Pipe, Mayor of Hackney, said: “Thank you 
for all the enthusiasm that you have shown over the years, 
and for everything that you have done for us. 

“You have had a vital role in delivering our promise to 
the young people of Hackney that we will maximise the 
benefits from the Games for our residents.”

A HACKNEY nurse has described performing at the Olympic 
opening ceremony as a ‘rollercoaster ride’. 

Matthew House, primary care liaison nurse, said: “After 
months of rehearsals, what a show to be involved in 
and what a night. I was trembling with nervousness as 
we waited to enter the stadium. Then the roaring of the 
spectators just got louder.” 

Worries about remembering the routine disappeared in front 
of the lights and passionate crowd. “I wouldn’t have missed 
it for the world,” he added. 

More than 30 East London Foundation Trust staff performed 
at the ceremony on 27 July, alongside 1 0,000 other 
volunteers. Performers had to attend 1 50 hours of training in 
rehearsals, which began in April. 

Another volunteer, Jack Moody, Hackney community 
outreach support team worker, was an industrial revolution 
drummer. He said: “I don’t know how to describe being 
applauded by 80,000 people.”

Residents’ views sought on 
Council Tax benefit changes 

THE Government is abolishing the scheme which 
helps people on benefits and low incomes pay their 
Council Tax. 

Council Tax Benefit (CTB) is being replaced by Council 
Tax Support which all councils must introduce next April. 
The Government is cutting the funding to support people 
pay Council Tax by over 1 2 per cent, as well as making 
councils liable to pay for any increase in benefits claims. 
This means Hackney will have to find an extra 
£3.1 million, an amount which could rise sharply in 
the future. 

As a result, the Council is consulting residents on 
proposals for a local scheme to cover this shortfall. 

The Council has considered a number of ways of raising 
the £3.1 million. One way could be to increase Council 
Tax for all residents. However, the law now requires any 
Council Tax rise above 3.5 per cent to be subject to a 
local referendum. 

The maximum that could be raised through a Council 
Tax increase without a referendum would only be just 
over half (58 per cent) of the shortfall. Any increases in 
Council Tax will also have the effect of increasing the size 
of benefit claims. 

Another way could be to reduce front line services to pay 
for the benefits shortfall, which would affect all residents, 
but especially those most in need, many of whom 
claim CTB. 

The Council is already facing £26million in budget 
reductions from next year, due to Government cuts, and 
this £3.1 million would be in addition to that. 

The Council is therefore proposing to manage the 
benefits shortfall by spreading it across all 27,700 
working-age claimants. This means that all claimants - 
excluding pensioners - will have to pay an amount from 
less than £1 per week to up to £3.76 per week based on 
a Band D property in receipt of 1 00 per cent Council 
Tax Benefit. 

Jules Pipe, Mayor of Hackney, said: “The Government’s 
funding cut for the new local Council Tax Support scheme 
has left a benefits shortfall of over £3million at the same 
time as massive cuts are being 
made in Government funding 
for Council services. 

“These funding cuts 
have implications for 
all residents, and so 
it is important that 
residents, whether Council 
Tax Benefit claimants 
or not, take part in this 
consultation.” 

There are 1 03,600 households liable 
for Council Tax in Hackney, with 38,400 currently receiving 
Council Tax Benefit.

“We are the first agency 
to have a black female, 
Adelayo Adedayo, play 
a lead in a BBC comedy 
drama that is not a ‘black’ 
drama, called ‘Some Girls’, 
coming out later.” 

Femi went to drama 
school in London and 
had parts in ‘The Bill’, 
‘Casualty’ and ‘Holby 
City’ as well as film roles. 

He has also written a 
number of plays including 
‘Torn’, which had two 
seasons at the Areola 
theatre in Dalston, and 
was named the best black 
theatre production at the 
Music, Video & Screen 
Awards in 2008. 

It tackled the issue 
of sub-cultural racism 
within the black 
community through a 
Romeo and Juliet-style 
romance between two 
black Britons of African 
and Caribbean decent. 
Another play, ‘Sponge’, 
dealt with attitudes to 
homosexuality within the 
black community. 

He concludes: “Hackney 
is full of life. It’s vibrant, 
it’s alive - enough to form 
any play on.”

He went on to set up 
another outpost in 
Birmingham and a talent 
agency, Identity Agency 
Group (IAG), which is 
based in Covent Garden, 
to promote black and 
minority ethnic talent 
in the entertainment 
industry. 

It is clear, however, 
that Hackney, London 
and even Britain are 
not enough for him as 
he seeks to expand his 
school and talent agency 
to Hollywood.

Q: I’ve been recycling for years and always cut the 
windows out of envelopes before I put them out to 
be collected. My friend says I don’t have to do that 
anymore, is that right? 

A: Your friend is correct, but thank you for taking the 
time to help and to recycle as much as possible. 

The way that envelopes are recycled now means 
that you no longer need to tear or cut out the plastic 
windows, because they are separated from the paper 
during the pulping process. 

After this, the pulp can be remade into more paper - like 
newsprint for Hackney Today.

Hackney celebrates new recycling figures 


RESIDENTS recycled 
more waste than ever 
before in May, thanks to 
new schemes for people in 
flats and estates. 

More than 1,400 tonnes 
of waste were sent for 
recycling, roughly the 
same weight as three 
jumbo jets - the most 
since the service began 
in 2002. 

An expansion of food 
waste collections helped 


more than double the 
amount recycled from 
flats and estates. Mixed 
recyclables also hit a 
record high at 464 tonnes. 

This, added to the 
large amount of recycling 
collected from street 
level properties, helped 
the borough set a new 
benchmark for success. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 


“It’s great to see people 
taking advantage of the 
wide range of recycling 
services we offer. 

“Here in Hackney, it’s 
possible for residents 
to join in with all sorts 
of recycling schemes 
for food, garden and 
household waste, and to 
use recycling bins on-the- 
go out on streets and in 
our parks.” 

The latest figures are a 


boost to Hackney ahead 
of a change in the way 
materials are collected 
next year. 

Following a trial in 
Cazenove ward, the 
Council is set to introduce 
a co-mingled collection 
which will see recyclables 
mechanically separated 
at a special facility rather 
than by hand at the 
kerbside. 

This will speed up 


collections, save money, 
and could further boost 
recycling by up to 26 per 
cent in the borough.

Composting scheme extended

C OMMUNITY 

groups in Hackney 
have been invited to 
join the borough’s 
compost scheme. 

The Council provides 
equipment for composting 
at 12 sites, and is looking 
for a new location to 
expand its service. Each 
site is capable of processing 


4,000kg of food waste 
every year, preventing it 
from ending up in landfill, 
and providing rich compost 
for growing schemes. 

Hackney’s award- 
winning community 
compost scheme began in 
2009, as the borough 
sought to divert some of 
the 21,000 tonnes of food 


waste which were sent to 
landfill each year. 

Seven residents’ groups 
and five schools have so far 
joined the scheme, which 
has seen representatives 
from organisations from 
as far afield as New York, 
Denmark, New Zealand, 
and Madagascar visit to 
learn about the project. 

John Talbot, compost 
champion on the 
Kennaway Estate, said: 
“The on-site composting 
has proved very popular 
with residents across 
the estate. 

“We are now looking 
forward to having a 
sustainable supply of 
compost for our vegetable 
patch and flowerbeds.” 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 


Neighbourhoods, 
added: “This is a great 
opportunity for groups to 
help their environment at a 
local level while producing 
their own compost for their 
gardens and allotments.” 

Funding from the North 
London Waste Authority is 
available for an additional 
site in Hackney which 
would benefit from free 
equipment and support 
from compost experts.

Streamlined recycling collections 


RECYCLING services for Hackney flats and estates are set to 
be simplified in a move to increase collections. 

Paper only recycling bins on large estates will be replaced 
with mixed recycling units. Over the coming months, 400 
bins which are currently used for paper, will be re-labelled 
and relocated to where they are needed most. 

The Council has found that paper recycling bins are not 
always filled up and are often contaminated with cardboard 
and other waste, resulting in a lower quality paper for 
recycling. 

Changes to collections should further boost recycling from 
flats and properties on estates, which recorded >- 
their highest ever collection levels 
of 84 tonnes in a single 
month last May.

Sporting pastimes 


T he 2012 Olympiad 
has showcased 
more than 10,000 
athletes from over 
200 countries, competing 
in 39 disciplines across 
26 sports, from aquatics 
to wrestling, so hopefully 
everyone found something 
to enjoy. 

But sport isn’t just for 
watching, and hopefully 
many spectators will be 
inspired to take up a new 
activity following the 
excitement of the Games, 
especially when so much of 
the Olympic legacy will be 
on residents’ doorsteps. 

Hackney has a strong 
and varied sporting 
tradition. For example, the 
Sun Tavern in Church 
Street (now the Narrow 
Way) had a bowling green 
outside it in 1698, there 
was horse racing on 
Hackney Downs in 1733, 
and a local cricket team 
existed by 1778. 

The images shown here 


are from the collections at 
Hackney Archives and give 
just a taste of the different 
sporting pastimes that 
locals have participated 
in over the years, many of 
which continue to this day. 

Although the demise 
of some of the more 
unusual activities - such 
as the weekly contest at 
the Cat and Mutton pub 
in Broadway Market to 
swing a pig around one’s 
head by its greased tail - is 
probably not a great loss.

The Mayor and Councillors 


Councillors are elected by Hackney 
residents and serve for four years. 

The last borough elections were in 
May 2010. 

Councillors have a range of 
responsibilities, including helping to 
oversee the Council and its services. 
They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local 
representative and ask them to take up 


issues that may be of concern. 
Generally they can help with Council 
related matters, but if the issue is the 
responsibility of another person or 
organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and 
tell residents who they need to see.

•1 tsp tomato puree 

•1 large glass white wine 

• 3 tins of chopped tomatoes 
For the meatballs 
•400g pork mince 

• 1 0Og breadcrumbs 

• 1 tsp thyme and 1 tsp oregano chopped 
•Salt and pepper 

•4 diced banana shallots 

• 1 tsp chilli flakes 

• 1 egg 


Method 


1 . In a shallow pan, fry the onions, garlic and stalks in 
olive oil over a medium heat 

2. When the onions brown, add the sugar and tomato 
puree, then the white wine and reduce by half 

3. Add the tomatoes and red wine vinegar and cook for 
about half an hour until the tomatoes have absorbed 
all the flavour 

4. Add 1 tablespoon of cream cheese and mix 

5. In a separate pan, lightly fry the shallots until soft 

6. Once cooled, add to the ingredients for the 
meatballs and mix together with your hands. Shape 
into meatballs 

7. Fry the meatballs until brown, add the sauce and let 
the meatballs sit in it on a low heat for 5 minutes 

8. Boil salted water for your linguini and cook for 1 0-1 2 
minutes (see packet for details) 

9. Serve and spoon the meatballs on top. Finish with 
fresh chopped basil and grated Parmesan cheese
